It blew
n r1o and rained terrifically last night in thi
vicinity.

Baltimore, Md., Aug. 22. News of tho
Morm is delayed, but it is known that much
damage has been done by it. A cyclone
struck tno villago of Still Fond. Kent County,
blowing aown many houses. Ten pcoplo are
Baid to havo boen killed.

Boston, Aug. 22. An immenso amount of
damage wa3 dono hero by last night's heavy
rainstorm. Almost four inebos of wator fell,
nnd in some sections of tho city therefore
veritable floods.

Stony Brook, which overflowed before in
1835, causing great damage, roso six feet in
two hours and became a nulling stream,
pouring into the Koxbury district, filling
cellnrb and driving peop.o into their attics.
